In the period from November 1 to November 
15 the production of creamery butter was 
approximately 23,000 cwts., and the quantity 
stated to have been exported was 9,077 cwts. 
Fublic cold stores received 3,260 ewts., and 
the withdrawals amounted to 2,927 cwts., 
leaving a net movement of 333 cwts. of 
creamery butter into public cold stores, which 
was more than counter-balanced by the re- 
duction in the quantity held at creameries.

and the Scythia, from New York, with 500 
boxes of pork and 141 boxes of meat, making 
a total of 54,059 sheep and lamb carcases, 
4.774 boxes and carcases of pork, 4,977 bags, 
etc., of meat, and 46,755 quarters of beef. 
Compared with the arrivals of the previous 
week, these figures show an increase of 4,740 
sheep and lamb carcases, 3,204 cases and 
carcases of pork, and 11.042 quarters of beef, 
and a decrease of 8.566 bags, etc., of meat.

BUTTER PRICES LOWER. 
From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


Business in most departments of the provy- 
sion trade has been on hm consumptive 
lines throughout the week, but an easier feel- 
ing was reported in some departments, The 
Danish official quotation for butter was wired 
eight kroner lower, and “ top ” now stands 
at 180 kroner per 100 kilos; at the correspond- 
ing period of last year the figure was 210 
kroner, and in 1930 226 kroner. Spot prices 
for both Continental and Colonial makes were 
lower in sympathy with the official gang et 
but a steadier feeling was noticeable at the 
close. Production of Colonial butter is show- 
ing a seasonal expansion, and gradings in 
New Zealand and Australia in October ox 
ceeded last year’s corresponding figures by 20 
per cent. and 33 per cent. respectively. Since 
the beginning of their respective seasons in 
July and August butter production in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand as measured by grad- 
ings has increased by 23 per cent. and 20 per 
cent. respectively. Conditions in the Argen- 
tine are favourable for production, but ship- 
ments to the United Kingdom continue on a 
smaller scale than a year ago.

2,500 miles in two days from Baghdad to 
Peshawar, and removed the refugees without 
hurt or distress to one of them, though the 
enterprise meant flying over some of the most 
perilous country in the world, 


AIRCRAFT AT ADEN. 

At a time when some people with earth- 
bound minds are talking about the abolition 
of the flying machine—means of communica- 
tion able to confer incalculable benefits on 
the world—as a thing eminently to be desired, 
a reminder is opportune of events which have 
proved beyond dispute the value in hard cash 
of military aviation to the British Empire. 
In 1928 a day-bombing squadron of the 
Royal Air Force took over control of Aden, 
that vital little piece of red on the map at 
the southern entrance to the Red Sea, from 
the land forces which till then had policed 
the territory.. For one British and one Indian 
battalion of infantry, with a total strength 
of about 1,600 combatants, were substituted 
twelve aeroplanes and 200 men. The first 
test of the new control came swiftly. -In 
Febrnary a force of turbulent Zeidi tribesmen 
invaded the Koteibi and Alawi territories and 
captured the Alawi sheikh and the uncle of 
the Sheikh of Koteibi, both of whom were 
under British protection.

Warning notices were dropped from 
the air. They were ignored, and after 
a set period the squadron took action 
against Kataba, headquarters of the 
Zeidis. Though the aeroplanes were 


subjected to heavy rifle fire, the action was 
completely successful and the sheikhs were re- 
leased in a hurry. The total cost of the 
operations was £8,500. Here an astonishing 
comparison can be made; an estimate of the 
cost of a punitive ground expedition against 
the invaders amounted toa minimum of 
£6,000 ,000. 

Time after time on the frontiers of Empire 
air power has shown itself capable of main- 
taining law and order. The Royal Air Force 
squadrons have performed these essential 
policing duties at practically no expense to 
_the British taxpayer, and almost without loss 
of life to R.A.F. personnel. Still more note- 
worthy is the fact that the operations have 
been attended with small loss of life amony 
the natives, against whom the air arm has 
been directed. Air control has proved itself 
to he effective, swift in action, inexpensive 
and humane.

REGISTRATION 
APPEALS BILL.

AIM OF NEW MEASURE. 


The bill introduced in the Dáil last week, 
entitled The Electoral (Registration Appeals) 
Bill, is described as a bill ‘‘to transfer 
registration appeals in the City and County 
of Dublin, aad in University constituencies, 
from the Revising Barristers to the Circuit 
Court.” 

The “Principal Act,” to which it refers, 
is the Electoral Act, 1993. 

The operative section is as follows :— 

“ (1) In the county borough of Dublin, and 
in a University constituency, and in the 
County of Dublin, the appeal under Section 
16 of the Principal Act. from the registration 
officer, shall be to the Judge of the Circuit 
Court exercising the jurisdiction of that 
Court in the registration area of such regis 
tration officer, and the said section (so far 
as it is not repealed by this Act or any 
previous Act) shall apply to such appeals, 
subject to the modifications that references 
to the County Court, the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, and the Court of Appeal, 
respectively, shall be construed, and have 
effect, as references to the Circuit Court, the 
Chief Justice of Saorstát Eireann, and the 
Supreme Court, respectively. 

“ (2) For the purposes of the said Section 
16, as applied by this section, the registra- 
tion area of a University constituency shall 
be deemed to be situated in the City of 
Duablin,”’ 

The new hill will repeal the wnrepealed 
portions of the Dublin Revising Barristers 
Acts, 1857 and 1861, and the County Dublin 
Jurors and Voters Revision Act, 1884, as 
well as Sub-Section (5) of Section 44 of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1918, and 
certain portions of the Electoral Act, 1923.

A Caravan on the Quays : 
Animals at Stillorgan : 


fi G ipsy Caravan. 


As I passed along the quays, near where 
the "buses congregate, the other evening, 
my. attention was attracted by a vehicle 
which obviously belonged to a more 
leisurely form of transport. It was a 
gipsy caravan, drawn by one horse. A 
column of smoke rose from its stove- pipe 
chimney, and lace curtains were tightly 
stretched on the small windows, as if the 
inhabitants of this portable dwelling did 
not wish to be concerned with the affairs 
of the city through which they were pass- 
ing. 'A jennet secured by a loose rein, 


walked immediately behind the caravan, 


and the rear of the little procession was 
brought up by one of the smallest dog- 
carts I have ever seen, driven by a mem- 
ber of the tribe, and drawn 1; a.she-ass, 
who was accompanied by her small foal. 
The little animal, not much larger than 
a sheep-dog, was not, of course, attached 
to the dog-cart, but he marched along 
beside his mother as steadily as if he, too, 
were pulling his weight. I noticed v.ith 
interest that the four animals were in 
good condition and perfectly groomed, 
indeed, the whole outfit was vp to parade 
standard. Whatever faults may be 
charged to Romany folk, they are 
usually kind to their beasts: of burden, 


and know how to care for them. Farmers, 


as a rule, are not enamoured of gipsies, 
but I have known some who were glad to 
profit by their experienc. in the treatment 
of sick animals. 


Drinking Drams. 


Visiting a Dublin distillery the other 
afternoon, I was surprised to notice that 
the gocd old-fashioned custom of giving 4 
glass of whiskey to the workmen was still 
observed every day in spite of trade de 
pression. Carters, who bring coal and 
other commodities to the- distillery, also 
are entitled to receive refreshment at the 
duty-paid racking store in the distillery. 
1 am told that it is sometimes very 
amusing to watch the men drinking their 
drams. Some of them toss the whiskey off 
without diluting it with water. These are 
the old-timers whose throats are ‘‘ well run 
in.” But the occasional visitors, such as 
the men who bring the coal, linger over 
the unaccustomed treat in order to get the 
benefit of the bouquet and to enjoy every 
drop of the ‘‘ good measure.”’

There are few better ways 
of helping the deserving poor than by 
coming to their assistance when their pony 
or donkey, on which probably their means 
of livelihood depends, is unable to work, 
and the gratitude of the poor owners in 
many cases is touching. ‘‘ Beaufield ”’ 
possesses a varied selection of patients, 
from a horse 17 hands recently discharged 
from the Veterinary College, with a 
promise that he must have some weeks on 
grass betore working again, to a little 
Welsh pony foal and a still younger 
donkey foal, who made their unexpected 
and unwelcome appearance in the stables 
of back streets. Worn-out cab horses, 
cobs, ponies, donkeys—all sorts and con. 
ditions—have found their way to this 
haven of rest. Visitors are always welcome 
at ' Beaufield’’’ to see the animals and 
their surroundings. The adjoining land 
on both sides is being sold for building, 
and their land will also be bought up for 
the same purpose if the Society cannot 
gga the fields within a few months.

IRISH MANUSCRIPTS 
COMMISSION’S WORK. 
By a Specia, Cogresponpent. 


RITISH military despatches from Ireland 
B in the days when “ the whole realm 
was divided in faction between 
Geraldin and Butler ' form an interesting 
section of the Fitzwilliam MSS. at Milton, 
which have been examined by the Irish Manu- 
scripts Commission, and printed in No. 4 of 
Anaiectica Hibernica. 

Munster at that time appeared to be the 
most likely province for the establishment. of 
settled government, according to a “' dis- 
course ’. submitted to Queen Elizabeth by 
Sir James Crofts in 1583 for the “' reforma- 
tion ” of Ir land, while Ulster seemed to offer 
the greates. problem. At the same time the 
writer lays stress on the point that. '“ unless 
the Pale be well settled and, by ministration 
of justice made strong and healthy, the’ re- 
mote parts will not be brought to any good 
state. The Palesmen should be trus as 
dutiful and obedient subjects.” 


MUNSTER AND CONNACHT. 

Crofts suggests that the colonising of 
Munster sho be hastened, and tenures con- 
sidered of. ‘* Colonists,’’ he adds, “ should 
be mostly husbandmen, with artisans meet to 
set forward husbandry and a few to order and 
marshal the land for military service. The 
first offer should be made to captains in

Ireland, who will collect such people; then to 
inhabitants of credit. Soldiers should be of 
the people, as urged before. These persons 
should have licence to carry victuals and 
utensils into Ireland. á 

“ It is likely that the Irish lords formerly 
depending on Desmond and Macartey Moore 
would giadly, depend only on the English 
sovereign. Some of the rebels might be 
suffered to inhabit under Crown grants. All 
the galoglas in Ireland should have their 
lands for service to the prince alone. For a 
time arms should be withheld from the late 
rebels.’’ 

Munster, Crofts considered, might be easily 
reduced to obedience; for they never refused 
to yield to any manner of good government 
when the prince defended them and had 
justice administered. The form of justice 
planted in the Pale should be adopted; the 
law should be the common law, and the 
Sheriff a principal Minister, leaving no place 
to marshal or to martial law in time of 
hostility and only in the camp. There should 
be a President to correct and control all in- 
ferior Ministers. 

In Connacht he suggests a like form, but 
having regard to local conditions. These 
local conditions sound rather strange to-day 
—‘‘ Munster having more walled colonies and 
a less peopled country, Connacht being better 
inhabited, but with fewer walled towns.” 


THE CASE OF ULSTER. 

Ulster is dismissed as being not yet ripe for 
such government. “ But,” he comments 
hopefully, ‘‘ ways and means may be found in 
time to bring the inhabitants to uniformity 
with the rest.’ 

Elsewhere in the same ‘‘ discourse’’ there 
is the. suggestion that the Government. of 
Ulster should be ‘‘ enterprised out of hand 
on occasion of the uverthrow of the rebels, 
whereby there are to come to her majesty 
large countries in great part waste and un- 
peopled. by oversharp dealing of unskilful 
captains, not knowing how to instruct their 
soldiers by distinguishing what difference 
there is in making war upon subjects 
rebelling against their prince and wars to be 
made against a foreign and public enemy.” 

Another paper which is included among 
the MSS. describes the position in Ulster in 
1578 as being as follows :—‘‘ Oneal and his 
followers are naturally Geraldins; Odonell 
and his are naturally Butlers. Yet he that 
is now Odonell, by occasion of a match with 
Kildare, is for his own person rather 
Geraldin than Butler. The earl of Tyrone 
is a Butler; Shane Oneal’s sons are 
Geraldins. The earl — strives. to have 
Macmahon also at his commandment and 
likewise Tirlagh Braselagh, who by right of 
Tanaist standeth against him to be the next 
neal, and will do what he can to ‘achieve 
it.”’ 


GOVERNOR’S DISCRETION. 

According to the same paper (which con- 
sists of ‘‘ notes collected at the request of a 
friend that, going over into Ireland, was 
cesirous to be instructed of some things 
appertaining to that Government’’), govern- 
ment in dreland. was then more. at the 
Governor’s discretion than by law; writs 
were almost unknown, and redress was 
sought by the Governor's order and warrant, 
“whereof some have pleasantly termed it 

That might be borne, comments the writer, 
if the Governor could always do justice as 
he wished; but he had “often to use policy 
either slyly to pass over or clean to reject 
foul matter, to the trouble of his own soul, 
as I have in sundry cases observed.”

Carl Laemmle, junior, has decided that 
there is too much dialogue in his pictures, 
and, with an American thoroughness that 
seems a little absurd to us, has even speci- 
fied the exact percentage by which the talk 
shall be reduced. We are told that, following 
a meeting with the chief executives and 
artistes, instructions were immediately issued 
that twenty-five per cent, of the dialogue in 
ail scripts in process of writing was to be 
cut at once and “' action ” inserted in its 
place. 

Mr. Laemmle’s own remarks on the subject 
are worth gtvibg, for they show that he, at 
any rale, has perceived what’is wrong. “' The 
fact that the screen now has a voice,” he 
says, ‘is. no longer a novelty, and, like 
public. speakers, the ‘movies’ must realise 
that the best speech is always in a few force- 
ful. impressive words. . . . It seems obvious 
that: the importance of mere dialogue has 
been over-emphasised; pictures have become 
too chattery, and we have catered too much 
to American slang, ‘ wise-cracks’ and Jocal 
subjects even for American audiences.” 


THE NEW TECHNIQUE. 


After remarking that the remedy for exist- 
ing ills in production must be provided with- 
out delay, he goes on to say that, “ returning 
to.a silent picture technique will not solve 
our problem; there is no reason why we 
shonld adopt the technique of the stage— 
we must create our own style of story pre- 
sentation. . . . The new technique demands 
that. every man and woman interested in pro- 
dneing talking pictures should think in terms 
of movement and’ action, instead of mere 
sound and voice. Musical backgrounds will 
be a part of the new techn.que, and will be 
freqaenty employed to add spirit and mood 
to dramatic and romantic scenes. but the use 
of music in future sound pictures will be a 
decided departure from former uses.’’ 

All this, though it is very sound 
sense, would call for no comment if 
it had been made by Clair, Pabst, or 
any of the greater film producers. 
These men, in fact, have long passed from 
the stage of preaching such doctrines, and 
are practising them in everything they turn 
out. But when they are recognised by the 
commercial studios it marks a definite ad- 
vance; the directors have at last realised 
that the talking picture is a different thing 
from either the stage or the silent film, and 
demands another method of approach. It is 
hopeless, in the present condition of public 
taste, to ex any great improvement in 
the commercial film, but the recognition of 
these principles will probably result in its 
being a little better than it was before. 

In this column last week it was stated 
that Miss Helen Hayes, who was adjudged 
the best film actress of the present year, had 
not yet been seen in Dublin. This, of course, 
was incorrect; Helen Hayes appeared with 
Ronald Colman a few weeks ago at the 
Metropole in *‘ Arrowsmith.’’

DUBLIN PHILHARMONIC 
SOCIETY, 


BRILLIANT OPENING CONCERT. 


There were many features about the Duolin 
Philharmonic Society's opening concert on 
Saturday last that augur well for the success 
of the sixth season of the Society’s work. 
The thing that mattered most--and it was 
very gratifying to the promoters—was the 
attendance of a very large audience that iol- 
lowed the performances with. keen and 
critical appreciation, which was maniiest 
from the nature of the i “marú " 

The initiative of the letiy in securing 
Isolde Menges as the soloist. for the cecasion 
was well rewarded. She is a violinist whose 
parts have won for her warm recogmtion 1p 
the past from Dublin audiences, and her 
work on Saturday~ heightened impressions 
previously formed. She opened the concert 
with the exacting Brahms Violin Concerto, 
which the great German composer of the 
nineteenth century has left as a superlative 
work for the violin. From her opening eutry, 
Isolde Menges caught the attention and re- 
vealed go gér powers of technigue, with 
rich tone colour, as she developed the sub- 
ject. She had already justified herself at 
the end of the first movement, which, with 
the orchestra, was massive in its presenta- 
tion. The Adagio was played with wonder- 
ful delicacy of touch, the soloist, however, 
subjecting herself, as the composer desired, 
to the orchestra, m which the work of the 
woodwind instruments “was beautifully 


played; but in the concluding movement the | 


soloist abandoned herself to the infectious 
rhythm of the work and swept on to the 
great cadenza and /tnale. 

Isolde Menges showed herself to be a 
great artiste, and, both in the Brahms 
Concerto and in shorter pieces which fol- 
lowed, she demonstrated, beyond doubt, 
possession of amazing powers of technique, 
which never at any stage sacrificed tone or 
colour. In her shorter pieces she was very 
capably assisted at the piano by Miss 
Dorothy Stokes. 

For the orchestra, the outstanding work 
was the Cesar Franck Symphony in D minor. 
As Colonel Brasé took his players through 
the intricacies of this, the aomposer’s 
greatest work, one called to mind the re- 
marks lately given by a well-known violin 
lecturer that it had been the tragedy of 
Franek that he had lived during the same 
eriod as Brahms. In this particular work 
ve was roundly condemned because he had \ en- 
tured to combine the Symphony to three move- 
ments instead of the conventional four, and yet, 
in combining the usual slow movement with 
the Scherzo, Franck preserved the unity and 
completeness of the symphony. The work 
was splendidly read by Colone] Brasé, and the 
audience were treated to a highly colourful 
performance marked by great technical 
ability. Nothing could have been more ex- 
quisite than the playing of the lovely second 
movernent, with the delightful entry by harp 
and pizzicato strings, followed by the sweet 
melancholy of the shepherd’s song on the 
Cor angia)s. ' 

There was a warm reception given by a 
very pleased audience to the first performance 
of Colonel Brasé’s new ‘“‘Irlandia Suite,’ 
which he bas dedicated to John Count 
MeOormack. The Irish public are already 
aware how intensely Colone! Brasé has been 
affected by our Irish airs, and what close 
study he has given te the task of unearthing 
and Baad the best of the old traditional 
melodies. In this new suite he reveals some- 
thing of the notable depth of his research 
work, The work is in four movements, and 
m each as a central theme is a well-known 
air, which has been ingeniously treated to 
bring into play all the resources of the modern 
orchestra, The third movement, built. round 
the love song, ‘‘Behteve me if all those 
endearing young charms,” is particularly ap- 
pealing, and so also is the fourth, with its 
dancing preface to the beautiful air of ‘ Down 
by the Sally Gardens.” 

At the close the composer was _ recalled 
again and again by an audience which was 
unstinted in its appreciation not alone of this 
new composition, but of his masterly contro!

Smuggling.

ENNISKILLEN, Saturday, 
HEN William Magee, of Carrigan, Co. 
Fermanagh, was charged at a Specia! 
Court here with smuggling three head 
of cattle into Northern Jreland and evading 
the payment of Customs duties, John Patrick 
Maguire, who had been a servant man in his 
employment up to October last, was called, 
and gave evidence that he went with the 
Customs officer to the defendant's byre on 
the 25rd November, and there pointed out, 
in Magee s presence, cattle which had come 
from the Free State during the past two 
months. On the 13th November he saw the 
defendant drive a cow from the “ edge “ ol 
the Free State, and on the 8th September the 
defendant sent him to fetch two cows from 
the Free State. These cows were sold in 
Enniskillen Fair on the 10th September. 

Cross-examined by Major Magrath, D.8.0., 
solicitor for the defendant, the witness said 
that the defendant promised him two sheep 
on the 28nd October. Later he asked Magee 
to recommend his father to the bank, but the 
defendant refused. He left Magee's i, 
ment, and threatened legal proceedings 
against him for wages, After that Magee 
refused to give him the two sheep which he 
had promised, 

Did you then tell him, if he did not give 
you the two sheep, you would make it worse 
or him ?—Yes. 

And did you make a threat as to what you 
would do ?—I told him that if he did not give 
me the sheep 1 world report him for having 
‘““scabby ” sheep and smuggling cattle. 

In the presence of the police sergeant, did 
you not say that, if defendant had given you 
the sheep, there would not have been another 
word about this?—And neither there would. 

After evidence had been given by the 
Customs officer and the police sergeant,

The New Governor-General. 

As the new Governor-General. of the 
Irish Free State Mr. Donal Buckley will 
receive the loyalty which is due to the 
King’s representative ; but. two features of 
his appointment must provoke surprise. 
One is his lack of any of the traditional 
qualifications for this great office. The 
other is his ability to reconcile an ardent 
republicanism with the oath of allegiance 
to the Crown. The latter achievement 
may be left to Mr. Buckley’s conscience ; 
and his lack of the usual qualifications is, 
perhaps, a merit in the Government's 
eyes. It seems that His Excellency wil! 
not reside at the Viceregal Lodge, and the 
general belief is that he will be content to 
accept a fraction of his salary and to leave 
the remainder in the State’s coffers. We 
may infer, therefore, that, with Mr. 
Buckley’s appointment, the social import- 
ance of the Viceregal office—maintained 
with high dignity, and with much national 
profit through some centuries—will be 
extinguished. Its constitutional importance 
also is reduced to vanishing point. The 
Governor-General no longer will be a 


Irish Dominion. He has dwindled to be a 
mere figure-head, whose sole function will 
be the signing of parliamentary bills. 
Mr. de Valera’s purpose is.quite clear. 
He has no present mandate for a full 
republican programme, but he loses no 
opportunity to smooth the way for iis 
coming. Until he gets his full mandate 
the Governor-Generalship. cannot be 
abolished. It can be assailed, how- 
ever, by such a process of neglect and 
diminution as will make its death—when 
Mr. de Valera obtains his free hand—a 
natural and even desirable thing. In 
other words, the recent campaign against 
Mr. James McNeill and this new appoint- 


‘ment represent steps in the Free State's 


withdrawal from the British Common- 
wealth. Already Mr. de Valera’s cam- 
paign has closed the British market 
against her staple industry, has excluded 
her from the benefits of Ottawa and has 
denounced the land annuities—by doubling 
them. The gradual approach of theoretical 
independence, in the supreme degree, 
seems to be bringing small wealth or 
happiness to the Frees State; but “ the 
mind is its own place,” and, perhaps, her 
bankrupt citizens will draw spiritual 
comfort from the shuttered windows of 
the Viceregal Lodge. 


Manchuria and the League. 


By her bearing in the of 
Manchuria Japan has administered an un- 
pardonable rebuff alike to China and to 
the League of Nations. For that reason it 
is not surprising that tempers were frayed 
during last week’s session of the League 
Council. Dr, Wellington Koo, the Chinese 
delegate, and Mr, Matsuoka, who pleadad 
for Tokyo, hurled bitter charges at. cach 
other.

Matsuoka’s speech altered the fact that 
Japan had carried war into Manchuria, 
had broken the Nine-Power Treaty, had 
tried to alter the status of an integral part 
of China, and had treated the League of 
Nations with complete disregard. Now 
the matter has passed from the hands of 
the League Council ; but the situation, so 
far as the principals are concerned, 
remains where it was at the beginning of 
last week. China aecepts the findings of 
the Lytton report and the mediation of 
Geneva. Japan rejects both. Mr. de 
Valera, accordingly, has proposed that the 
dispute shall be referred to the Assembly.

It cannot do  other- 
wise, in view of the facts that Japan 
resorted to war in defiance of her

Pride of Uniform. 


In the rush of modern life, when one 
tull;-developed crisis follows another, only 
to be forgotten in the advent of a still 
more serious thitd, we have little time 
to spare. for ‘the scarcely discernible 
indications of change in the world which 
are, as it were, the raw material of crisis. 
Thus many of the public will fail to 
attach the ‘proper. significance’ to 
the Bishop of ‘Hong-Kong’s . revolt 
against gaiters. They will smile sym- 
pathetically, perhaps, at his round 
declaration that “a bishop in gaiters 
is like Pickwick’at a funeral ”; but they 
will dismiss the matter with the reflec- 
tion that. bishops will: be bishops, and 
that discussion of the revolt may be left 
confidence to chapter-house and 
synod, Yet, to less shallow ob- 
servers, the incident must bring the 
gravest apprehensions. If we may revive 
a phrase current in public life some years 
ago, it is “ the thin end of the wedge.”’ 
From gaiters to apron is but a step if the 
revolt spreads. Housewives in the years 
immediately after the War. found that 
their domestic difficulties were increased 
greatly by the refusal of their servants 
to wear uniform. By the exercise of great 
tact and diplomacy the crisis was sur- 
mounted ; the cap and. apron reappeared, 
and society resumed the even tenor of 
way. Now ‘the standard of. revolt 
against uniform in civil life has been 


with 


raised again, and this time in an exalted | 


quarter. Many. revolutions have had 
their birth in China, but, unless the 
issues can be cleared and an early settle 
ment effected, this revolt at Hong: Kong 
may prove to-be the herald of the. most 
sinister movement that ever came out ol 
the inscrutable East. We cannot envisage 
with complacency a world from which all 
civil uniforms have disappeared. Yet, if 
we lose the gaiters and aprons of ou 
bishops, can we hope to preserve the 
rosette or the red stock of our canons, 


the burnished helmet of our policemen, 
even the white coats of our milkmen? 
We do not appeal for these on merely 
esthetic grounds. Uniforms, more than 
anything else, give a sense of security. 
The most nervous traveller will board a 
tram without a tremer; for a driver and 
conductor in uniform are his guarantee 
of safety and good management. To enter 
an omnibus driven by a man in tweeds 
and without a cap is to trust ourselves to 
the unknown and the insecure. If civilisa- 
tion is to survive and prosper, it will 
require, not fewer uniforms, but more ; 
and we look to some reformer to turn the 


scale.

Old Gods. 


The chaos of the world to-day finds a 
curious reflection in its.religious views, or 
lack of religious views. Germany is now 
second only to the United States in the 
number of strange cults that spring into 
sudden life, flourish for a span. and. then 
return to their original obscurity. There 
is this difference, however—that, while the 
American cults have generally their basis 
in some perverted interpretation of 
Christian teaching, the Germans seem 
willing to experiment with any deity 
in the pantheon of history, or to invent 
new objects of worship, if no suitable 
specimen exists already. It is interesting 
to learn that Wotan retains vestiges of his 
old power in Europe. Not long ago there 
was a fairly extensive cult of this 
eminently masculine deity in Germany 
proper. It appears to have faded from all 
districts except the Baltic coast-line, but 
other forms of ‘‘ neo-heathenism’’ con- 
tinue to collect adherents. From Germany 
the. fashion has spread to Lithuania, where 
five thousand people. of the educated 
classes now openly follow the cult of a god 
named Perkunas. He possesses his own high 
priest, together with three other groups of 
priestly leaders; and the- President is 
being importuned at the moment to give 
lega] sanction to the divinity. Apparently, 
the resirrection of Perkunas is one 
consequence of the recent revival of the 
Lithuanian national legends, Racialism 
can go to strange lengths at times; and 


these German and Lithuanian divagations, 


however curious they may be, are a strong 
argument in favour.of the international] 
outlook. oe

SETTLEMENT HOPE,

be reached before 26th December, on the 
first pay day after which the “ cuis” 
are to come into operation.

At a meeting in Limerick yesterday of 
the No. 2 Branch of the National Union 
of Railwaymen a resolution was adopted 
calling on the Executive Committee to 
declare an immediate strike.

LTHOUGH the authorities have done 
their best to prevent any demonstra- 
tions against the hated Treaty of Neuilly, 
of which to-day is the anniversary, an 
enthusiastic meeting of protest was held 
this morning at the Palace Theatre, at 
which violent speeches against the neigh- 
bouring States were delivered. 

The meeting was arranged by the power- 
ful Nationalist organisation, ‘' Otez 
Paissi,” which is petitioning the League 
of Nations to have the treaty, which laid 
down the terms of peace between Bulgaria 
and the Allies, annulled. 

Police reinforcements had been drafted 
into the capital for fear of any trouble, 
and a strong cordon was thrown round the 
theatre. 


LEGATIONS GUARDED. 


All the Legations, particularly that of 
Yugoslavia, were heavily guarded to-day, 
and there are armed patrols at all the 
street corners. 

Most of the newspapers appeared to-day 
with mourning borders. 

Later the general excitement led to a 
serious collision between about four 
thousand Nationalist demonstrators and 
the police, who fired on the crowd and also 
used their bayonets. 

About fifteen persons were seriously 
wounded. It was stated later that the 
police only fired over the heads of the 
crowd, but that they used the flats of their 
sabres freely. : 

No further Nationalist trouble is ex- 
pected to night because of the precautions 
taken.’ Police are to be seen all over the 
city, either in scattered patrols or con- 
centrated on horseback or in cars. 


MACEDONIAN CRUX. 


Yugoslavia is commonly held by 
Bulgarians to be their worst enemy and 
mainly responsible for the crushing terms 
of the peace treaty, under which Bulgaria 
was not only disarmed, but had to pay a 
big indemnity, as well as being shorn of 
much territory claimed to be essentially 
Bulgarian. 

While the bitterness towards Greece and 
Rumania caused by the treaty has some- 
what died down, it remains intense 
towards Yugoslavia. This is due partly to 
the constant pinpricks which Yugoslavia 
is accused of administering to Bulgaria, 
but mainly to the vexed question of 
Macedonia. 

Last year, despite a similar prohibition, 
demonstrations culminated in the stoning 
of the Yugoslav Legation by irresponsible 
elemznts and university students. 


GERMANY’S SEARCH 
FOR A LEADER. 


GENERAL FAVOURED AS 
CHANCELLOR. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
BERLIN, Sunday. 


Germany is still searghing for a Chan- 
cellor, but there have been no outstand- 
ing developments to-day. Negotiations are 
going-on behind the scenes with party 
leaders to discover their attitude towards 
a “ Presidial ” Cabinet led by a man in 
the President’s absolute confidence. 

It is generally regarded by many 
politicians as more than likely that 
General von Schleicher will yield to the 
pressure being put on him, and will accept 
the post of Chancellor, as von Papen, well 
aware of the hostility against him, is not 
anxious to be re-appointed. 

The President's choice appears to be 
hovering between these two—von Papen 
and General von Schleicher—and the latter 
is now favourite. 

A Cabinet under his leadership would 
endeavour to bring about a political 
armistice by negotiations with the party 
leaders, who would be asked to agree to 
an adjourning of the Reichstag until about 
next March, in return for a proinise 
that no anti-constitutional measures 
would be attempted: in the meantime, and 
that the proposed revision of the Con- 
stitution is dropped. There is quite a 
good prospect of an agreement.

MR. BUCKLEY TAKES 
THE OATH. 


— -€—— 


The Times in a leading article to-dav 
says ‘—‘The circumstances attending the 
appointment of Mr. Donal Buckley as 
Governor-General of the Irish Free State 
make it clear that the King has pursued 
to the end the only dignified and con. 
stitut:onal course which was left open to 
him by the quarrel between Mr. McNei!! 
aud Mr. de Valera. It would have been 
intolerable that His Majesty should have 
allowed himself to become embroiled in 
that quarrel. It is, perhaps, hardly less 
intolerable that he should be troubled st 
all with a situation which has long since 
become opera bouffe. But the time that 
has elapsed since Mr. McNeill’s departure 
suggests that a good deal of trouble has, 
in: fact, been taken to maintain the 
facade of a Dominion Constitution in the 
face of a strong effort to break it down. 

Innumerable candidates, as our Dublin 
Correspondent has told us, have been can- 
vassed in the interval. Some of them, 
at al) events, were prepared to take 
the appointment if they were not 
also required to take the oath of 
allegiance. Mr. de Valera himself is 
known to have been anxious at one time 
to combine the two offices of Governor- 
General and Prime Minister, partly, no 
doubt, for the practical reason that he 
might thus become master of the Dail and 
its dissolution, and partly to give greater 
substance to’ the appearance of an inde- 
pendent Republic. It need hardly be said 
that neither of these fantastic solutions 
could possibly commend itself to a con- 
stitutional Sovereign, determined to main- 
tain the forms under which he is bound 
to act, and the result is the modest appoint- 
ment which is announced this morning. 

Mr. Buckley’s career is described in Mr. 
Dulanty’s communiqué with so discreet a 
asis and omission that

France and Soviet Russia, which was 
agreed to by the French Cabinet to- 
day, provides :— : 

1—hFor respect for the inviolability of the 
territories of each other, including the French 
Colonies and Protectorates, while laying down 
that there must be no recourse to war between 
the two countries. 

2—For neutrality in the case of overt 
aggression by third parties, 

3—For the restriction of boycotting. 

The pact also deals with the question of 
Bolshevik propaganda, especially in the form 
of news, which, it states, must be discon- 
tinued. 

The Soviet Government, further, undertakes 
neither to promote nor favour anti-lrench 
propaganda and agitation. 

The text is worded so as to prohibit all 
Bolshevik aid to revolutionary bodies operat- 
ing from Russia or elsewhere against Indo- 


fhe pact of non-aggression between 


. China, Syria and North Africa. 


The negctiations for this pact have been 
proceeding since 1950, and it is worthy of 
note that the only other existent political 
treaty between the Soviets and a great Euro- 
pean Power is the Russo-German Treaty of 
1926. 

The two pacts are complementary, inasmuch 
as they guarantee Russian neutrality in the 
event of aggression against France or against 
Germany. Nevertheless, any exaggeration of 
the effects of the Franco-Soviet Pact would 
be deprecated by the French themselves. 


SOVIET AND POLAND.

MOSCOW, Sunday. 

The pact of non-aggression between Poland 
and Soviet Russia, signed here on July 25th, 
was ratified to-day by the Presidium of the 
(Central Executiye Committee of the U.8.8.R. 
The Conciliation Convention, signed on No- 
vember 4ard, was also ratified. 

The duration of the non-aggression pact is 
three years, and it may be automatically pro- 
lonced for another two years, subject to six 
months notice on either side. Its aim is to 
give both countries assurance concerning the 
security of their thousand-mile joint frontier. 

Should one of the two parties commit an 
act of aggression towards a third country, 
the other may denounce the» pact without 
giving notice. Both countries further bind 
themselves not to take part in any interna- 
tional understanding openly hostile to the 


other country.

T's manner in which Dr. Ward, Parlia- 


mentary Secretary tothe Department 

for Local Government, was stated to 
have received a deputation fiom Leitrim 
County Council Jast Thursday was reported 
te a special meeting of the Council yester- 
day evening. The matter is expected to be 
raised in the Dail. 

The deputation’s object was to advocate 
the establishment oí an auxiliary mental hos- 
pital in Co. Leitrim as an alternative to the 
proposed extensions to the Sligo Mental Hos- 
pital, involving an estimated expenditure of 
£89,000. 

The members alleged that they had been 
insulted by Dr. Ward and ordered home. 

The Secretary, Mr. W. Doyle, read a re- 
port explaining the points put before Dr. 
Ward, and these were that the building of an 
auxiliary asylum would cost about £60,0A, 
and would mean a saving of £29,000; that 
the auxiliary mental hospital was more 
favoured by the Poor Law Commission as 
a means of dealing with congestion; that the 
annual cost in an auxiliary mental hospital 
as against a district mental hospital was 
shown to be about £33 per patient as against 
£47; thai on this basis the cost of 300 
patients in an auxiliary would be £9,000 as 
against £14,100, and that the clain of 
Leitrim should be recognised to have within 
the county wherever possible the institutions 
to which the ratepayers are contributing in 
order that a certain proportion of that outlay 
may circulate within the county in which it 
is raised. 

Reference, the report continued, was also 
made.to the suggestion of the Department 
for.the treatment of surgical cases from Co. 
Leitrim in the county héspitals, of Sligo, 
Cavan, and Longford, which. gave rise to 
anxiety among Leitrim people thata gradual 
absorption and extinction of the institutions 
in the county was at least being acquiesced 
in by the Department. 


THE OBJECTIONS. 


Dr. Ward, according to his reported reply, 
stated that there would be a loss of 2s. per 
“joe per week, as the capitation grant is 
s. per week in an auxiliary, as against 4s. 


per head in district mental hospitals, repre- 
senting an annual loss of £1,820, on a basis 
of 350 patients. There would be a further 
outlay in administrative salaries alone. of 
about £1,200 per annum, making a total 
additional annual expenditure of, roughly, 
£5,000. He agreed that the figures given as 
regards capital cost and annual maintenance 
were approximately correct as a basis of 
estimation, bnt he was of the opinion that 
the site. .proposed in Carrick-on-Shannon 
would not Jend itself to the acquisition of 
suitable land for a farm of up to 100 acres. 

He was not pre red to go into the ques- 
tion of the hospital accommodation in Leitrim 
until the scheme outlined in the report of 
Dr. Lysaght had received consideration from 
the Board of Health, and an alternative pro- 
id by them which would appear accept- 
able. 


the report indicated Dr. Ward's attitude, and 
it would have been better if he had notified 
the County Council of his intentions before- 
hand. 

He had insulted each member of the deputa- 
tion, and went so far as to order the members 
out of his office. He asked the Council to 
show their co-operation on this matter, and 
he entered his most emphatic protest against 
and condemnation of the attitude shown by 
the Parliamentary Secretary to the repre- 
sentatives of the people of County Leitrim.

“ NOBBLING ” SCARE. 
Racing circles were disturbed in the early 
part of the season by tke report that horses 
were being “ nob "by a race gang, and 
the Stewards of the Jockey Club met to 
deal with the matter. As a result, drastic 
action was taken, which had the desired 
effect, for no further complaints have been 


to over 


made. 

The Stewards were also responsible for 
the introduction of the electrical timing of 
races, an inauguration which many people 
have clamoured for during the last few 
years. The experiment was carried out over 
the five furlongs of the Rous Course at New 
market, and was a complete success. It is 
intended to extend the scope of the appara 
tus, and in time to come it is likely to be 
in general use. 

One of the most encouraging features of 
the season was the result of the Doncaster 
Bloodstock Sales. The total for the week's 
sales. amounted. to £162,750, as against thai 
of £150,966 for last year. That owners 
should thus be content to sink their money 
in bloodstock at the present juncture can be 
taken as a distinct sign of optimism and 
anticipated improvement in conditions. 

Again the virility of the sport was accen 
tuated when the highest price ever paid for 
a horse at public auction was recorded at 
the sale of Solario. Foreign bidders were 
very anxious to obtain this noted sire, par. 
ticularly one who was acting for a United 
States syndicate. Excitement was intense 
at the sale; for English breeders were whole 
hearted in their desire to see Solario remain 
in the country. Eventually an English 
syndicate outstayed all rivals at £49,350. 

INDIVIDUAL RECORDS. 

Several individual records have been set up 

during the season, but none more remark- 
able than that by Gordon Richards, who 
has now thrust himself into third place in 
the matter of most races won by any jockey 
in one season in England. Only the famous 
Fred Archer and Tom Loates ever exceeded 
Richards’ figure of this year. 
_ To Frank Butters goes the honour of head- 
ing the wiiming traters’ list in the matter of 
prize money. His horses won over £70,000, 
which is a splendid total. His biggest suc- 
cesses were with Firdaussi in the St. Leger 
and Udaipur in the Caks. In the former 
race he ga:med four of the first five positions, 
. record and a great tribute to his 
skill. 

Once more the rh i Khan heads the list of 
wit.ning owners with more than £57,000, his 
classic winners, Firdaussi and Udaipur, being 
greatly responsible for this large sum. His 
Highness has invested a huge amount of 
money in racing and breeding, and it is 
pleasant to see success come his way. In

THE BUGLE LILY. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
liish Times, the Garden Correspondent 
says :'— 

Aithough the Watsonias, the lovely Bugle 
Lilies, are generally restricted to green- 
house or frame culture, some have heen 
successfully grown outside under the 
kindly shelter of a warm wall, and, as 
such, spikes of the pure white jridifolia, 
the Iris-leaved species, occasionally seen 
in the floral section of the Dublin Horse 
Show, invariably beget considerable 
interest, with some inguiries. Unless 
such favoured planting places can be 
provided, such as we give to the early 
flowering Gladioli and Ixias, we must 
keep to pots for greenhouse growing, and 
no South African bulbs are more worth 
the little care and kindness. Sandy loam 
with peat are their best rooting medium, 
and, if not listed in all bulb catalogues, 
there is no difficulty in obtaiming them 
by order,

POULTRY, 


DRY, COLD WEATHER. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
frish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
SiS i— 

The cold easterly winds we have had are 
both bad and good. They are very trying 
on moulting birds and injurious to hatch- 
ing operations, while they are a 
hindrance to egg production. But still 
we cannot complain; for as long as we 
have no wet the cold winds are endur- 
able, and fowls on free range are niore 
healthy, Much wet at this time often 

brin ngs on disease, Keep the layers con- 
fined to the scratching sheds a good 
part of the day, and feed them well. If 
there are chickens about they must be 
confined in open-fronted sheds with dry 
litter, though an occasional outing will 
do them no harm, — If there are sunny 
days put them out in the sun, with the 
coop s back to the wind.
